Some greater 
precautions in respect to weeds are 
absclutely essential if this is to re- 


main an agricultural district. 


Are we in Canada profiting by the 
experience of other countries? For- 
tunately, we are toe a certain extent; 
the protection idea is rapidly gaining 
headway. The appropriations for 
protection are increasing yearly. 
Permanent systems with towers, tele- 
phone communication and in places 
aeroplanes steadily gaining 
ground. In Ontario, Honorable Wil- 
liam Finlayson states that the people 
must be prepared to spend still more 
money on their protection if the 
revenue from the forest is to be 
maintained. He further states that 
the forest must be looked upon as a 
crop and treated as such and here is 
the crux of the whole matter, Once 
the people of Canada are convinced 
of this, the necessary expenditures 
for adequate protection will be forth- 
coming as a matter of course. Unlike 
the forests of the United States, which 
belong largely to private owners, the 
forests of Canada belong to the 
people. The United States are spend- 
ing millions of dollars annually to get 
back some of their forest and so as 
to provide for future supplies. Can- 
ada does not need to do this, but she 
does need a still more effective fire 
protection organization if she is to 
win out in the battle against fire dur- 
ing the years of real hazard. 

Six thousand fire-rangers patrolling 
your forests are counting on your ac- 
tive co-operation this year. Report 
all fires immediately to the nearest 
forest fire-ranger or forestry branch 
head quarters.—Forest and Outdoors,

POSTMASTERS’ SALARIES 


Charges that postmasters continue 
to be inadequately remunerated, as 
was claimed by their Alberta associa- 
tion in convention in Calgary last 
week, constitute a very serious griev- 
ance, should they prove to be well 
founded, to the rectification of which 
the Canadian public will readily 
agree. 

The work of the postmaster and his 
assistants is an unusually exacting 
task, the only governmental under- 
taking which affects every man, 
woman and child in Canada. Their 
work is of a particularly exacting 
nature and the unfailing accuracy 
with which it is executed is demon- 
strated by the implicit confidence 
with which the Canadian citizen en- 
trusts his mail to the postmaster’s 
care. 

Suggestions heard at last session 
of the Dominion Parliament looking 
toward the increase of postmasters’ 
salaries, it would appear by the dis- 
cussions of last weeks’ convention, 
have been partially implemented but 
at the expense of the larger post 
offices, only those postmasters who 
were being paid less than $1000 a 
year reaping the benefit, while the 
larger post offices actually received 
less money. 

There are a number of directions in 
which Canadian taxpayers would pre- 
fer to see government retrenchment 
applied rather than toward postal 
service. Not only is the postmaster 
one of the country’s most reliable 
servants, but he may safely be credit- 
ed with being one of the most willing 
in proportion to his rewards.—Al- 
bertan.

MANITOBA PROFESSOR SUC-

Exceptional Erudition 

Winnipeg, July 9.—Dr. W. C. Wal- 
lace, whose appointment to the 
presidency of the University of Al- 
berta was officially announced to- 
day, is at present head of the de- 
partment of mineralogy and geology 
of Manitoba University and com- 
missioner of mines for the province. 
He was formerly commissioner for 
Northern Manitoba. 

A man of exceptional erudition 
Dr. Wallace came to Canada in 1910 
from Scotland. In that year he be- 
came lecturer in geology and min- 
eralogy and was appointed professor 
in that department. 

He was born in Orkney, Scotland, 
and educated in Deerness public 
school, Kirkwallburgh school, Edin- 
burgh University where he obtained 
his first three degrees in 1901, 1907 
and 1912, and Goettining University 
where he graduated with a doctor of 
philosophy degree in 1907. 

In 1918 he was appointed commis- 
sioner for Northern Manitoba with 
headquarters at The Pas, a position 
he held until 1921 when he was ap- 
pointed a member of the board of 
trustees of the provincial library 
and museum, 

Dr. Wallace was elected vice- 
president of the Canadian Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgy and a 
fellow of the mineralogical society 
of America. He is also a fellow of 
the Royal Society of Canada and of 
the Geological Society, London. 

In the midst of his arduous teach- 
ing, exploring and field work Dr, 
Wallace has found time to write 
copiously on the subjects in which 
he has earned fame.

PREMIER INDEFINITE ON ROAD 
SITUATION

Calgary, July 6.—Premier J. E. 
Brownlee, when questioned here Fri- 
day morning as to what the govern- 
ment planned to do to remedy the 
present terrible condition of the 
main highways of Alberta, was in- 
definite and very non-committal. 
The government road policy, he said, 
was being pushed as fast as the 
government's ability to pay would 
allow. As to actually what was being 
done, he could not say. “We cannot 
be held responsible,” he continued, 
“for a condition that is caused by 
unusual weather conditions. In ad- 
dition, you must remember there are 
many farmers who cannot get to 
town. The market roads of the prov- 
ince are just as important as the 
highways.” 

Some of the towns throughout Al- 
berta, he said, had accepted the gov- 
ernment’s proposition to contribute 
half the expense of making and 
keeping up passable highways 
through the mud. He mentioned that 
all towns except two between Cal- 
gary and Edmonton had agreed to 
this, but the others had done nothing 
as yet. He had nothing to say when 
questioned as to whether or not the 
government would take action to 
compel non-complying towns to ac- 
cept the proposal and whether it 
was the intention to build highways 
around them where this would be 
expedient. Mr. Brownlee stated that 
in his opinion’and according to re- 
ports he has received from all parts 
of the province the crop outlook was 
excellent at the present time.

FARMERS MAY HOMESTEAD 
SECOND TIME UNDER NEW 
DEPARTMENTAL REGULA- 
TION 


A new regulation of the depart- 
ment of the interior makes it pos- 
sible for Canadian farmers who have 
homesteaded to exercise their home- 
stead rights a second time. While 
this new regulation may not affect 
the situation in the south it doubt- 
less will be utilized by settlers going 
into the open lands in the north. 

The new regulations, says the Ed- 
monton Journal, have given a great 
impetus to the land rush at the 
office. The same applies in the Peace 
River country where great numbers 
of the original settlers are prepar- 
ing to file on homesteads for the 
second time. 

By the recent amendments to the 
dominion lands act, all who filed, did 
their homestead duties and were 
eligible to take out their patents to 
the land prior to January 1, 1925, 
may again seek land. Before filing 
at the local land office however, it 
will be necessary to make applica- 
tion to the commissioner of domin- 
ion lands, Ottawa, giving particulars 
of the land proved up, when they will 
receive certificates of eligibility to 
file for the second time. 
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EARLY WHEAT IS WELL HEAD- 
ED IN MANY SECTIONS, 
REPORT STATES 


Edmonton, July 7.—Early sown 
wheat is well headed out in many 
sections of the province and all 
grains are making splendid growth, 
according to telegraphic reports re- 
ceived by the department of agri- 
culture on Friday for the fifth fort- 
nightly crop report of the season. 
Growing conditions have been ideal 
since the last report was issued, 
the entire province having benefitted 
trom general rains during the past 
two weeks. Crops which appeared 
somewhat patchy owing to the de- 
layed germination reflecting the 
drought in May, are showing a much 
greater uniformity and little dif- 
ficulty is expected at harvest tirfe 
as a result of this situation. 

Coarse grains have all been mak- 
ing vigorous growth and a great 
many fields of oats and barley are 
in the shotblade. All crops have 
stooled much more heavily than was 
expected during the dry period, with 
a consequent improvement in the 
prospect for a heavy yield. A num- 
ber of districts report that summer- 
fallowing is being temporarily de- 
layed by the unusual amount of mois- 
ture in the soil. Conditions have 
been ideal for breaking and in many 
localities more new land is being 
brought under cultivation this season 
than for many years. 

Rain has interfered to some extent 
with haying in the southern part of 
the province where a very satisfac- 
tory crop of alfalfa and sweet clover 
is being cut. Good progress is being 
made with the thinning of the sugar 
beet crop and a good yield is prom- 
ised from the 6500 acres sown to 
beets this year. 

Crops in the Peace River section 
of the province are somewhat more 
advanced than at this time last year 
and prospects for a very satisfactory 
yield are reported. 

Crop damage has been confined to 
the efforts of hail over very limited 
areas and is negligible. Practically 
no injury from insect pests is re- 
ported. Pastures have made renewed 
growth as a result of the rains and 
livestock is in very satisfactory con-

Co-operation Rather Than Discord 


It has been one of Canada’s greatest misfortunes that periodically 
throughout its history campaigns have been inaugurated having for their 
object the division of the people into rival camps divided by lines of racial 
and creed difference, Probably no one thing has in the past operated quite 
so disastrously to retard the growth and national development of Canada. 
Time and time again when some large national question was up for decision, 
the issue turned, not on the merits of the question and the national policy 
involved, but upon some petty race and creed cry. One of the outstanding 
cases which is still fresh in the public mind was the Reciprocity election of 
1911 when, in the last two weeks of the campaign, Ontario was swept by one 
of these insidious cries, and tens of thousands of voters were stampeded 
from support of their economic convictions in favor of freer trade and wider 
markets 


Throughout his long career, both in private and public lite, Sir Wil/rid 
Laurier pleaded and strove for unity and concord among all classes of the 
Canadian people. Hon. Mackenzie-King is worthily upholding the same 
cause, and it is gratifying to note that Hon. R. B. Bennett, as leader of the 
Conservative Party in the Dominion, is throwing the whole of his eloquence 
and influence in the same direction. Speaking at Magog, in the Eastern 
Townships of Quebec, last month, Mr. Bennett said: “He who sows seeds of 
discord and distrust in racial and religious matters is a greater enemy to 
Canada than one who came with an armed force. You cannot develop a 
eountry by ill-will, hatred or contempt.” 
Pennett used these words 


A few days later at Coaticook, Mr. 
“The application of the Golden Rule in the life 
of a nation is quite as important as it is in the life of an tndividual,’’ and 
he added that anyone who “in the heat of an election sought to raise old 
limosities, to sow seeds of discord, must not forget his responsibility for 
such unjust action.” 


Here in Western Canada it is absolutely vital to the welfare of the 
country that such words be heeded. To an ever increasing degree the peo- 
ple ot the West are looking to and relying upon co-operative movements and 
enterprises to solve the economic problems of the country. To Cate these 
have attained a marvellous success in a comparatively short space of time 
This has been accomplished by all classes, all creeds, people of all racial 
descents, in town and country, working together There has veen no lines 
of demarkation in the upbuilding of these large co-operative organizations 
The Wheat Pools of the West, for example, could never have attained thei! 
present proportions and power had any such foolishness as so often enters 
into political campaigns been allowed

sometimes impossible, and in all cases more expensive and less efficient. 

Western Canadians, interested in the growth of their country, loyal to 
its interests, and committed to the policy of co-operation for the common 
good of all, should most emphatically set their heel upon the ugly head of 
the serpent of racial and religious ill-will whenever and wherever it may 
raise itself.

Before leaving for Denmark it was 
our privilege to lay upon the base ot 
the Cenotaph, in Whitehall, a wreath 
of poppies in tribute to the Empire's 
Glorious Dead. We marched frotu 
Horseguards Avenue to the Ceno-| 
taph escorted by mounted and foot 
police. The wreath bore the arms of | 
every Province, and was carried by 
Mr. William Guild, of Kenmay, Mani- 
toba, and Mr. E. F, Augustine, of Al- 
vinston, Ontario, both of whom had 
lost sons in the war, Reverently they 
laid it at the foot of the stone while 
we stood bare-headed and in silence. | 
This was our most precious duty, 
our proudest task, the memory of 
which, whatever else in this tour 
may be forgotten, can never fade 

We had time before entraining for 
Harwich to see the Houses of Parlia- 
ment and Westminster Abbey. One 
of the most striking features of the 
beautiful Parliament Buildings is the 
towers, The Victoria Tower above 
the royal entrance is said to be the 
loftiest square tower in existence. 
The site of the Houses of Parliament 
was occupied by an ancient palace 
which from Edward the Confessor to 
Henry VIII., was the chief London 
residence of the reigning sovereigns. | 
The present buildings date from be- 
tween 1840 and 1850 and cost $15,- 
000,000. They cover eight acres and} 
contain 1,100 rooms and two miles of 
passages,

ornate than the House of Commons, 
At one end are the thrones of the 
King and Queen, and at the other end

The beauty of the Abbey, no less 
than its historical associations, filled 
us with wonder and awe. The Chapel 
of Henry VIII., forming the eastern 
end, is the finest example in the land 
of the Tudor Gothic style of architec- 
ture. A superb fan tracery vaulting 
of matchless beauty is its crowning 
glory. Within the grey walls of the 


Chapter House, an octagonal room 
of noble proportions, the House of 
Commons was born more than 500 


years ago. Near the Chapter House 
is the Chapel of the Pyx with the 
seven-locked door where the king's 
treasure used to be kept, and on the 
door human skin still adhering affords 
gruesome evidence of the days when 
punishment was not so light as now. 
In the Chapel of Edward the Con- 
fessor we saw the Coronation Chair 
and Stone of Scone, said to have been 
the Coronation Stone of Scottish 
kings from time immemorial, but

Explanations and Comments 


Saul the Zealot, Acts. 9.1, 2. The 
“But” indicates the contrast between 
Philip's zeal in advancing the gospe:, 
which Luke has just recorded in Acts 
8, and Saul’s zeal in retarding it. 
By means of a vivid metaphor, Luke 
shows us how Saul’s presence brought 
terror to*the hearts of the disciples 
|whom he hunted; “But Saul, yet 
breathing threatening and slaughter 
against the disciples cf the Lora, 
went unto the high priest.” “ ‘Breath- 
ing hard, out of a threatening and 
murderous desire,’ the Greek form 
there warrants that translation.” lr 
is as if Saul were fairly panting, in 
his effort to give expression to his 
outraged thoughts concerning the 
disciples. 

From the high priest Saul asked, 
and readily obtained letters to the 
Synagogue in Damascus, which per- 
mitted him to arrest believers ct 
Christ, whether men or women, and 
bring them bound to Jerusalem. At 
Jerusalem the captives were to be 
brought before the Sanhedrin for 
trial, Henry Drummond puts the sit- 


uation in a striking way: “In the

Development Of 39,000 Horsepower 
On Churchill River Is Promised 
Initial development of 29,000 
horsepower at Island Falls, on the 
Churchill River, is promised in an 
announcement made by the Churchill 
River Power Co., Ltd, a company 


‘allied with the Whitney interests in 


developing the Flin Flon mining pro- 


/perties and which supply power to 


the Flin Flon, 

While the initial development is 
not on the scale of some of the big- 
ger power projects on the continent, 
even in its first stages, the power 
plant at Island Falls will be by far 
larger than any now existing in Sas- 
katchewan., 

At present Regina has the largest 
power plant in Saskatchewan, with a 
capacity of 26,500 horsepower. The 
one to be built at Tsland Falls, even 
at the start, could supply any two 
cities in Saskatchewan with all pow- 
er needs and could supply Moose Jaw, 
North Battleford, Prince Albert and 
Saskatoon, The 89,000 initial borse- 
power will represent 24,000 — kilo- 
watts. 

Under terms imposed by the Sas- 
katchewan government, the federal 
fovernment, having referred the pro- 
position, the Churchill River Power 
company must reserve one-sixth of 
the total power developed for use of 
the public in Saskatchewan and sell 
that reserve to the public consumer 
at as low a cost as charged any com- 
pany for like use as the reserve pow- 
er must be supplied us and when re- 
quired, 

The Churchill River Power Com- 
pany now has a registered office in 
Regina and from that office has is- 
sued an official warning that lands 
in the vicinity will be flooded and 
that protests, if any, should be filed 
on or before July 16, noon.

ESTABLISH NEW 
DISTANCE RECORD 


Rio Janeiro, Brazil—A new dis- 
tance record for sustained flight was 
completed when Captain Arturo 
Ferrarin and Major Carlo P. Del- 
prete, Italian airmen, landed on a 
little beach ten miles north of Natal, 
Brazil, some 4,600 miles from their 
take-off at Montecellio Field, Italy. 

They brought their big seapane, 
Bavoia-64, in which they had pre- 
viously established a world record 
for duration flight, to the land after 
a flight which took them across the 
Mediterranean, through the Strait of 
Gibraltar and then southwest over 
the Atlantic via the Cape Verce Is- 
lands. 

An hour and twenty minutes after 
landing the fliers resumed their 
flight, heading for this city, but were 
later forced to descend again at 
Senitatu. 

Stormy weather with heavy clouds 
put the fliers in peril in the last 
hours of their effort and radio re- 
ports received here indicated that 
they had difficulty in maintaining 
their bearings after they reachd the 
coast of Brazil. 

They were sighted over Port Natal 


at 4.05 p.m. and were then believed 
to b heading for Pernambuco. But 
three hours and 45 minutes later 


they came down ten miles north o 
Natal at Point Genipabu.

A weight had been 
placed at Lussier’s feet to keep him 
upright, but it became dislodged 
and he went over the brink head 
first. 

A short time later the ball was 
recovered a short distance below 
the falls, ripped open and Lussier 
hauled from within, smiling. One 
hundred thousand or more people 
lining the shores cheered. 

His sister, Mrs. J. P. Cautiere, 
Sherbrooke, Quebec, kissed him. 
Many other women tried to do like- 
wise. A few succeeded.
